MONUMENT TO U. S. 


Work Grows From Small Be- 
ginning to Gigantic Task

LONDON, Feb. 14.—On the occa- 
sion of the withrawal of Americans 
of the commission for relief in Bel- 
sium from Belgium and Northern 
Franee, Lord Robert Cecil, who, in 
his capacity of minister of blockade, 
has been brought into Intimate con- 
tact with the Belgian relief opera- 
tions, declared in a statement to the 
Associated Press today that Her 
bert C, Hoover, chairman of the con- 
misvion, and his colleagues would 
leave behind them in Burope a repu- 
tation which the United States could 
count on as @ national possession in 
Tuture years. 

Withdrawal Regretted, 

“The withdrawal of the Americans 
from participation in the work of the 
commission tor relief of Belgium and 
the withdrawal of Walter Hines Page, 
the American ambassador here, and 
rand Whitlock, American minister 
io Belgium, as patrons of the com- 
mission, will be very sincerely regret- 
ted by the entente allied govern: 
ments,” said Lord Robert. “The 
commission still gees on in the hands 
of its other neutral members, but you 
know how in practice the organiza- 
tion of the relief commission, both 
here and at Rotterdam, and in Bel- 
gium and Northern France was cre- 
ated by and in practice depended 
upon Mr. Hoover and his American 
colleagues, who for more than twe 
years have sacrificed every personal 
interest to this great humanitarian 
enterprise. 

“Now | am not going to pay any 
tribute to their business organization 
their efficiency as wonderful as there 
things have been. The mere faet 
that for 28 months they have kept 
alive 10,000,000 people without a 
single serious hitch in the machinery 
oft purchase, transport amd distribu- 
ion shows what thelr organizatio: 
has been 

Grown to Immense Task. 

“What I do want to say is this: 
When the firet proposals Were made 
in October, 1914, for the importation 
of foodstuffs into Belgium after the 
fall of Antwerp those proposals were 
directly counter to the very ordinary 
dictates of military prudence, The 
natural feeling of the people here 
was, and long continued to be, that 
the Germans were in complete con- 
trol of Belgium and how could a 
dozen or two neutrals safeguard the 
supplies imported. It was only with 
great anxieties and misgivings that 
We consented to allow the importa- 
tions and I sometimes doubt whether 
the proposal ever would have been 
made or our consent given if we had 
Known how tong the work would 
have to last or the extent to which 
it would grow . 

“Yet, in spite of this, the work has 
gone on uninterruptedly for 28 
months and has grown from emall 
beginnings into an undertaking which 
may literally be called gigantic.”

tc that amount from the governmen( 
This money is to be expended in live- 
stock, $100 in hogs, $200 in sheep, and 
$400 to $500 in cattle but no amount 
more than $500 by any one man, The 
livestock will be inspected by a com- 
inissioner, 

Mr. Marshall said he expected the 
money could be gotten from the 
banks at six ‘per cent with no inter- 
ost for five years. The farmer may 
sell the steers but females must b 
kept on the land and the government 
lukes a chattel mortgage on the stoel 
it is expected that at the end of five 
years the farmer will have sold 
enough steers to pay off the loan and 
have a good sized herd, Mr. Marshali 
oleo stated that he purposed obtain 
ing legislation at the present session 
tu permit of more agricultural schools 
throughout the province,

City Clerk Cox has discovered other 
noteworthy features in addition to the 
voting of the ladies. There is a large 
bundle of ballot papers, which he 
places under the heading of “Examples 
how to spoil a ballot paper,” and it 
is seemingly well that they should be 
commented upon for the sake of savy- 
ing some people eommitting similar 
errors on another occasion. To record 
a vote the regulations allow a voter 
to signify his wishes by placing a cross 


on the righthand side of the name 
for whom he wishes the vote to 
count. Nothing more, so that the per- 


sons who marked their favorite with 
two and three crosses, even going up 
to a8 many as six, put themselves out 
of the count, so far as votes were con- 
cerned. 

Made Too Many Crosses, 

One person gave five crosses to one 
name, two to another, and four to 
another, thus making a hopeless mess 
of his paper. Because he or she 
changed their mind at the last moment 
and rubbed out across disqualified a 
number of papers. It should be 
noted that when a mistake is made 
with a paper which has been marked 
and the voter wishes to rectify it, 
another paper can be obtained by ap- 
plication to the poll clerk. An import- 
ant point also is that fountain pens 
cannot be used, the paper must be 
marked with the pencil provided in the 
booths, Nothing is allowed that may 
lead to indentification of the paper, 
therefore, fountain pens are barred 
and their use lost a number of votes. 
For some unknown reason one voter 
marked his paper with an “o"” after 
one name only; why, there does not 
seem the least clue, 

Other Ways to Spoil, 

Other ways of spoiling their vote 
adopted by electors was to write a 
cross and also “yes” after the name, 
to make crosses on both sides of the 
name instead of the right side only, to 
sign their own names to the paper, to

nual convention of the Alberta Tem- 
perance and Moral Reform League in 
the Firs Baptist church Wednes- 
day and from the direction and force 
of the cannonade it is crear that before 
the close of the session vigorous action 
will be launched against the present 
enforcement of the Liquor Act with a 
v-ew of not only making the act pune- 
ture proof but also that such enforce- 
ment shall be taken out of the hands 
of the Attorney General's department 
and placed under the control of an in- 
dependent commission. 
Urge Total Prohibition, 

It is furthermore clear that the con- 
vention will draft a strong memorial 
to the Federal government urging 
tota? prohibition of the sale and im- 
portation of j¥quor in the Domin ’ 
judging from the text of the nume 
resolutions, In many cases these 
solutions overlapped but one and 
were sent forward to the committee 
on resolutions. 

Prior to the re-opening of the ses- 


sion in the afternoon about 150 dele- 
gates from all parts of the province 
were in attendance, The convention 


was presided over by President J. A 
Virtue of McLeod, the formal welcome 
to the city being tendered by Mayor 
Henry. 

In addition the report of the 
treasurer the striking committee's 
crafts were followed by the divisional 
meetings for general business and or- 
ganization, 

Benefits of Prohibition, 

In his short but excellent address 
President Virtue dwelt strongly upon 
the benefits which have undoubtediy 
been brought about in the province 
through the inauguration of  prohibi- 
tion. He also spoke of his pleasure at 
being at the helm of the league for the 
year. “I would rather be president of 
the temperance organization than be 
a premier of this province,” he de- 
clared amidst applause. 

Seven months of prohibition, he 
said, had proved to the people that it 
wa change for the better; there were 
tewer jail convictions, and every town 
ond village could furnish examples of 
homes made happier by the abolish- 
ment of the bars,

Borden's Action a Blot, 

“The action of Sir Robert Borden, 
however, in refusing to order that 
the R.N.W.M.P. should aid in the en- 
forcement of this act is a blot on the 
fair name of Canada,” President Vir- 
tue told the convention, and his state- 
ment was followed with a demonstra- 
tlon of approval. 

Likewise he charged that there was 
not sufficient sympathy toward the 
enforcement of the measure from the 
Attorney General's department ani 
for that reason he strongly advocated 
the organization of a commission for 
the enforcement of the act. As for the 
amendments to the act, which all re- 
alized were necessary ‘o make the 
measure meet with the wishes of those 
who supported it ,he understood that 
the government proposed certain 
changes at this session of the legisia- 
ture. 

Problem of Hotel Accommodation, 

Dealing with the Calgary Albertan’s 
charges against the hotel accommoda: 


tlan of the nrovines President Virtue 
asserted that the Albertan was either 
miisinformed or deliberately ignoring 


the facts. The league was anxious to 
see the public given proper ac- 
commodation and in fact hed been in- 
strumental in improving accommoda- 
tion in a number of places in the pro- 
vince during the year, “However the 
prime purpose of the leaghe is of a 
moral nature and if there is any ser- 
ious question as to the public's need 


for better accommodation it is dis- 
tinctly a matter for the government 
to look into,” 


The president referred to the many 
qvestions of national importance 
which would come before the conven- 


tion such as proposals for social re- 
form, Dominion prohibition, and the 
prevention of venereal diseases; all of 
Which deserved the most earnest 
thoughts of the delegates 

Must Strike Hard, 

“We must strike and strike hard,” 
he said in closing, “for the engprce- 
ment of a nation-wide prohibition of 
the manufacture and importation of 
liquor, and by the grace of God we 
shall yet come out victorious,” 


Rey. Conoly, of Namao, rose to 
voice his regret that no outstanding 
resolution was before them which 


aimed at a rigid demand for nationai 
prohibition. 

Sec tary A. W. Coone = explained 
that this would come up later through 
a special recommendation of the ex- 
ecutive, 

Mayor Henry Speaks, 

Mayor Henry was introduced by A. 
lL, Mark as “the leader of reform 
movements in Edmonton.” 

Dealing briefly with the benefits of 


prohibition in principle, the example 


of Russia alone showing how the na- 
tions have come, to look upon the 
drink evil, he went on to show that 


seven months without bars in Mdmon- 
ton has proven the benefit of the sys 
tem in practice, 

For the seven months prior to July 
Ist, 1916, the arrests in Edmonton 
numbered 1215, with 457 of these for 
drunkenness, For the seven months 
since that date under prohibition the 
total arrests have been 514, with but 
72 of these for drunkenness 

“That is the best evidence 
benefits of prohibition, Some claim 
that this change is partly due to the 
absence of so many of our men over- 
cas. | tell you that is a grave reflec- 
tion on the brave men who have gone. 
(Applause). 1 believe that the revers

His Worship hoped that the conven- 
tion would see fit make the city a

Clear Off Liabilities, 

The report of Treasurer J. H, Mac- 
Donald roused the convention to ap- 
plause when he pointed out that prac- 
tically all the heavy liabilities in con- 
rection with the prohibition cam- 
paign were now wiped off and a new 
year can be begun with a clean sheet. 
The year had been financially a suc- 
cess despite the temporary lull of in- 
terest in subscriptions after the pass- 
ing of the new Liquor Act, 

Subscriptions totalled $10,342.26 
other receipts bringing the total to 
$10,680.18 for the year, Disbursements 
amounted to $10,604.69. 

A vote of thanks was passed by the 
convention to R. Tegler for the grant 
of free offices to the league in the 
Tegler block for 1917, and to, McCan- 
nel Bros. for the auditing of the ac- 
counts and the inauguration of a new 
system of accounting. Likewise the 
convention expressed an appreciation 
ot the work done by the officials of 
the league. 


Resolutions 

The following resolutions were pre- 
sented and referred to the resolutions 
committee: 

“Resolved that a petition be sent at 
ence to our prime mirfister, Sir Rob- 
ert Borden, to present to the British 
war office a request that wet canteens 
be abolished at all concentration 
camps where there are Canadian sol- 
diers, and that other organizations be 
hereby requested to take similar ac- 
tion.” 


Indorse Dominion Prohibition 


The following resolutions were pre- 
sented from the Lethbridge Temper- 


ance and Moral Reform branch, by 
Mr. Forrester:

Prohibition Committee be endorsed, in 
asking the federal government to at 
once pass as a war measure an act 
rohibiting the manufacture and im- 
O pation of all intoxicants for bever- 
age purposes; or failing this, to at 
once prepare to take a referendum of 
the electorate on the same as a per- 
manent measure.” 
Ask For Commission 
“Whereas the Liquor Act was orig- 
inated by the people of this province 
and by them carried by a huge ma- 
jority as a non-political measure, and 
“Whereas, the Prohibition Acts ob- 
taining in the provinces of Ontario, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan are being 
administered by commissions with 
much success and much satisfaction 
to the citizens and governments of

Ask Bone Dry Law 
The following resolution, signed by 


D. J. Johnstone, president, and L. W. 
Ridley, secretary, was presented from 
the I ce River branch of the league, 


which was passed Jan. 81st, in con- 
nection with the solicitation of liquor 
orders from dealers in other pro- 
vinces, resulting in “an increase in 
the importation of liquor so far as the 
north country is cOncerned; this im- 
portation being contrary to the will of 
the people. 

“Therefore the Peace River branch 
urges upon the government the advis 
ability of ene ing a ‘Bone Dry Law’ 
prohibiting the continued importation 
of liquor from any of the provinces.’ 

Impriso nt Penalty 

A simila olution was presented 
from the Camrose branch, a more 
rigid control of liquor importation be- 
ing urged, In addition the branch 
urged that the penalty for an infrac 
tion of the Liquor Act, so far as it re- 
fers to the illicit sale of liquor, be im- 
prisonment without the option of a 
fine, and that the act be amended to 
definitely limit the amount which may 


be kept in private dwellings to one 
quart of spirits and two gallons of 
malt liquor. 

The executive of the Red Deer 


branch submitted the following: 

“(1) That it should be compulsory 
for all express and railway companies 
to keep a striet record of all liquors 
shipped into the provinee; and that a 
record should be kept in the names of 
the consignors, the consignee, and the 
quantity, and further that all the par- 
ties receiving parcels of liquors from 
express or railw: companies should 
be identified to the party delivering 
same, 

“(2) That clause » should be 
amended, making it against the law 
to have in any private premises more 
than one quart of spirits or two gal- 
lons of malt Hquors; to increase the 
penalties for illicit sale; to have com- 
mission houses and agencies for li- 
quor abolished, and to have close 
supervision placed on the regulations 
of warehouses. 

“(3) That the manufacture and im- 
portation of liquor throughout the 
Dominion should be prohibited by the 
federal government.” 

The Edmonton South’ branch sub 
mitted resolutions almost identical 
with those from Red Deer.

Mr. Michener and his associates 
in the Legislature are again call- 
ing publie attention to the fact 
that the fovernment 
has not yet extended its railway 
system to St, Paul De Metis, as 
per agreement; and are blaming 
the Provincial Government for not 
hurrying matters along. It will 
be recalled that a couple of years 
ago the Dominion Government 
went into partnership with Mae- 
Kenzie & Mann in the ownership 
of the C.N.R. The Government 
has put sixty million dollars’ into 
the enterprise so far, and holds in 
return forty millions of the hun- 
dred millions of stock, It was 
part of the bargain that the sub- 
sidiary companies formed by Mae- 
Kenzie & Mann to construct 
branch lines in Alberta and other 
Western provinces should be put 
into the pot, Besides the forty mil- 
lions of stock the Government got 
in the consolidated concern, it 
also took a second mortgage on 
the physical assets of the C.N.R., 
including, of course, the subsidi- 
ary companies. In reference to 
the line projected from Oliver to 
St. Paul Des Metis, therefore, the 
Dominion Government is a two- 
fifths stock-holder, and also the 
holder of a second mortgage. It 
was pointed out in Parliament et 
the time that there should be 
some provision made in the deal 
assuring the completion of branch 
lines which had not yet been con- 
structed but were being absorbed 
into the assets of the partnership. 
This was due to the people who 
were dependent upon the  con- 
struction of these lines for trans- 
portation facilities. It would also 
guarantee the Dominion Govern- 
ment, as minority share-holders, 
that MaeKenzie & Mann, as con- 
trolling the majority of stock, 
would not block the construction 
of these lines for purposes of their 
own. The Government refused to 
put in any such clause, and left 
both the settlers concerned, and 
its own interests, at the merey of 
MacKenzie & Mann In the case 
of the Oliver-St. Paul line — the 
bonds, which were guaranteed by 
the Province, have been sold and 
the money is either lying idle in 
the bank or has been used by the 
MacKenzie-Mann-Dominion Goy- 
ernment partnership for other 
purposes. The bonds having been 
sold, the interest has to be paid. 
If the C.N.R. failed to pay, the 
Provincial Government must. If 
the Provincial Government paid 
the interest on the bonds it could 
foreclose its first mortgage on the 
eoneern and eélaim the bond 
money. This has not been allowed 
to come about, At last session of 
Parliament the Dominion Govern- 
ment prevented it coming to pass 
by voting money from the national 
ireasury to pay the interest, As 
matters stand, therefore, the Do- 
minion Government has neither 
built this line of railway in which 
it is a two-fifths stock-holder, nor 
allowed the Province to come into 
possession of the bond money and 
make a deal with other parties, 
Mr. Michener and his associates 
now seek to put blame on the Pro- 
vineial authorities for not com- 
pelling the Dominion Govern- 
ment and its railway partners to 
build the line, If they would just 
explain what sort of pressure 
would get action on the part of

The Opposition think they 
would like to have the term of the 
Legislature extended, so as to 
postpone a general election as 
long as possible, No doubt.

Towever, this 
happens to be a country in whieh 
the people are supposed to do the 
governing, by electing representa 
tives at stated intervals or more 
often, There is no reason whiy 
the Legislature should take upon 
itself to abrogate this publie right 
at the present time. On the con- 
trary, there is an unusual reason 
why it should do nothing of the 
kind. Half the present voters in 
the province had no voice in select 
ing the members of the present 
Legislature. They should not be 
continued in that disability by an 
arbitrary extension of the legisla- 
tive term. There was no advan- 
tage in eufranchising the women 
if they are not to be allowed to 


vote, 

Harsh as the statement may 
seem, it is not the duty of the 
people of Edmonton to provide 


hospital accommodation for pati- 
ents coming from points outside 
the city, The fact that we have 
done it for many years and are 
doing it yet, at heavy cost to our- 
selves, does not affect the matter. 
The distressing story in yester- 
day’s issue of a woman in a criti- 
‘al condition, coming from a point 
outside the city, who had to be 
driven about from one hospital to 
another on one of the recent very 
cold days before a place was found 
for her, does not show that the city 
is remiss in its duty of providing 
sufficient hospital aeeommodation. 
As a matter of fact, there is hos- 
pital accommodation in the city 
for the people of the city if it was 
not over-crowded by patients 
brought in from outlying points. 
The incident related, and others 
of the kind, simply emphasize the 
fact that this problem of the out- 
side patient is a serious one, and 
one that should be dealt with. 
The Act now before the Legisla- 
ture, providing for the establish- 
ment of rural hospitals, is looking 
in the right direction, and by 
placing hospital facilities within 
the reach of people living in the 
country should lessen the demand 
on the city hospitals to provide 
accommodation for patients from 
outside points.
